“Ὅν Law And Man" is a volume 

of essays published to mark 
Justice Haim Cohen's 60th birth- 
day. Ita brilliance and variety are 
fitting tributes to a man who, he- 
sides being the stormy petrel of the 
Supreme Court, has made his mark 
algo in the International field of 
humans relations, 

Born in Lubeck, Germany, grand- 
son of Rabbi Solomon Carlebach, 
Justice Cohn was educated at the 
Muntch and Hamburg Universities, 
the Mercaz Haray Yeshiva and the 
Hebrew University. With so rich 
and varied an education, it 4s not 
surprising that ‘he writes and speaks 
with such authority on mattera 
ranging from the rule of law to 
anomalies in Jewish Jaw, from the 
fundamental rights of man to 
eriminalogy. 


Justice Cohn wes Israel's A't- 
torney-General from 1950 HN ‘his 
appointment to the Supreme Court 
in 1960, and for six montha In 
1952 was Justice Minister, 
During this period he initiated im- 
portant refotms in the legal sys- 
tem, Since being appointed to the 
Supreme Court he has made a re- 
markable’ contribution to Tarael 
jurisprudence, through hgs deci- 
afons, lectures and articles. . 

He serves on various national and 
international ibodies, ‘belng, among 
other things, a mamber of the In- 
ternational Permanent Court of 
Arbitration at the Hague, Chatrman 
of the Isracl Section of the Inter- 
national Lawyers Association, Chatr- 
man of the Israe] Branch of the 
International Institute for Human 
Rights, and a member of the 
Board of Directors of the Interna- 
tional Association of Criminal Law. 

The essays in his honour follow 
closely the fields of his interest 
and activities. In the sectfon devot- 
ed to human rights, there are out- 
standing contributions by ‘the 
French Jewish Nobel Peace Prize 
Winner, Professor Rene Caasin, 
Profs, Maxwell Cohen and ‘Julius 
Stone, Dr. William Korey and 
Judge Ze'ev Zeltner.

Perhaps precisely because thay do 
are not at all easy books to ab-

Adopting a home 


The novel “Call It Sleep” was written in 1984 by 
HENRY ROTH. it has been acclaimed 2 modern 
literary masterpiece since its recent revival. Apart 
from a few sketches, Henry Roth never wrote 
anything else for publication. He became a farmer 
who raised ducks and geese. Recently The “New 
York Times” asked him why he chose to stop 
writing and to remain silent all these years. The 
following is a slightly abridged version of his 
answer (“Times,” April 15). 


ONTINUITY was destroyed when 
his family moved from snug, 
orthodox 8th Street, from the ho- 
Mmogeneous Hast Side to rowdy, he- 
terogeneous Harlem, normal conti- 
nuity waa deatroyed.

HE Inte Professor Simon Rawid- 
uwicz (born 1887. Grajewo, Polend: 
died in 1967, Waltham, ‘Massachu- 
setts) was, in hia day, a very much 
diacussed — thinker, writer, and 


- teacher, Hig works on Jewish his- 


tory and philosophy were acclaim- 
ed as brillant, but his Ideaa on 
Zioniam and Diaspora were hotly 
contested. 


‘The present volume contains frag: 
menta from his "Introductlon to a 
Philosophy of Jewlsh History" and 
his essays on Rabbi Saadla Gaon 
and Maimonides. But no less in- 
torestiIng a part is the short blogr.s- 
phy wittten by hls son. Benjamin 
C.1. Ravid, himself a Professor of 
Jewlsh History. It glvea an Insight 
into the Ideas, life and struggle of 
the late Prof. Rawidowicz for which 
he suffered immensely, and which 
cost nim a professorship at the 
Hebrew University which he had so 
desired, 


Already as ἃ young man Rawido- 
wicz made 8 considerable imprea- 
gion 88 8 great teacher and bril- 
Mant speaker, and he was frequent- 
ly asked to address Zlonlat meet- 
ings In his home town and jn the 
vicinity. After the usual heder nnd 
yeshiva education, he left Polaud 
in 1919 and went to Berlin to 
take up secular studles, Within two 
years he passed his matriculation 
exams and was admitted to Berlin 
University, An ardent Zionist and 
Hebralat, he was a delegate at the 
World Conference of Tze'lrel Zion 
anr Hapoel Hatza'lr 
their unlfication) in Prague in 1920. 
Among. the. delegates he met there 


were Martin Buber, Haim Arloso-~ 


roff, A.D, Gordon and Lelb Yoffe. 
Rawicdowicz was particularly im- 
pressed by Yoffe'a view that a wide 
gulf separates the Jews of Eretz 
Yisrael from those of the Diaspora, 
in that the former were without the 
complexes, the dependence on va- 
rious host societles in which they 
were strangers, and the concern 
with the perennial Jewlah Question. 
Before Rawldowicz dealt with Yof- 
fe's thesis, he earned his Ph.D.
